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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

1 . Applicant states that the instant invention having a phase device provides a polarization phase difference between an inner light beam 
and an outer light beam. Accordingly, the prior art of Ogasawara teaches a phase device 22A which provides a phase difference between 
an inner light beam 30 and an outer light beam 39 (Fig. 1 1 ; the phase device 22A is a liquid crystal means same as Applicant's phase 
difference means 12); 

2. Applicant disagrees that the prior art of Ogasawa's phase device 22A generates a polarization phase difference. Accordingly, a liquid 
crystal device is inherently a light polarization changing device because the liquid crystal molecules act as a light retarder which rotates 
the polarization of a light beam; and 

3. Ogasawa's phase device 22A (Fig. 1 1 ) has an inner zone 30 and an outer zone 31-38. When a reflected light beam passes through 
these two zones, the phase difference between the inner light beam and the outer light beam is different because the orientation of the 
liquid crystal molecules between these two zones is different. As a same consequence of using the phase device 22A as in Applicant's 
claim 1 , the interference of the inner light beam 30 and the outer light beam 31-38 is decreased because light beams of different 
polarizations do not generate stray light beams.
